In accordance with general orders the 
Patriarchs Militant, under the command 
oí (íeneral E . K. Russell, assembled at 
the W estminster Hotel at 7 :30 p. m. for 
the purpose of escorting the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge to the Academy of Music, 
where the public reception was to be 
held. A very large crowd had assembled 
to participate in the proceedings, and 
took a great interest in what transpired. 
The procession was formed by Cantons, 
preceded by bands, and many of the 
Chevaliers carried flambeaux, which lent 
a romantic eílect to the surroundings 
All were in full dress and although the 
procession proper was not a very long 
one, it was swelled to immense propor­ 
tions by the onlookers, who jammed in 
the line on the way to the Pavilion. The 
scene within the Academy of Music was 
a very inspiring one. The ground floor 
was cleared in the form of a square, 
around which wero seated rows of seats, 
those near the stage being reserved for 
the Chevaliers, and the others being 
thrown open to the general public. The 
stage was occupied by the members of 
the National Guard of California, officials 
of the order, Mayor Workman, the City 
Council, the orators of the evening and a 
num ber of prominent citizens, including 
ladies of the order of Rebekah. 
By 8 
o'clock the attendance w ithin the build­ 
ing reminded one of the crush when the 
National Opera Company played within 
its walls, and as tho different chieftains 
came in they met with recognition at the 
hands of all. The proceedings wore 
opened by the singing of the ode by the 
members of the order,which is as follows : 
B rethren of our friendly order, 
He nor here asserts her sway, 
All w ithin her sacred border 
Must h er high com m ands obey. 
Join Odd Fellowship of brothers, 
In the song of tru th aud love, 
Leave disputes and strife to others, 
We In harm ony m ust move. 
Honor to her courts invites us, 
W orthy subjects let us prove. 
Strong the c h tin th at here unites us, 
Linked w ith F riendship, T ruth and Love. 
In our hearts enshrined and cherished 
May these feelings ever bloom, 
F ailln g n o t when life has perished, 
Living still beyond the tomb. 
Prayer was then offered bv Rev. J. W. 
Venable, Grand Chaplain oí the Sover­ 
eign Grand Lodge, after which Judge J. 
R. DuPuy, chairm an of the reception 
committee, made the introductory re­ 
marks as follows: 
G r a n d S ik h :—A little less than twelve 
months ago we had the very great pleas­ 
ure of receiving you 
in 
our 
midst, 
and 
to-night 
we 
again 
welcome 
vou, 
accompanied 
as 
you 
are 
by the members of 
the 
Sovereign 
Ixidge of Odd Fellows. 
We do not wel­ 
come you as Odd Fellows alone, we wel­ 
come you as visitors to the hospitality of 
the city of Los Angeles and to the Stat» 
of California. I now. Grand 8ire, will 
present to you one of our citizens who 
will deliver to you the words of greeting 
and whose name is a household word 
throughout the State and throughout the 
Union. 
His is a name that you will 
recognize as one of California’s most 
talented sons—Lientenant-Governor the 
Honorable Stephen Mallony W hite. [Ap­ 
plause.] 
There was a m urm ur of applause as 
Mr. W hite approached to the front of the 
stage, and when it had subsided that 
gentlem an spoke as follows: 
HON. 8. M. WHITE’S SPEECH. 
G r a n d S ir e a n d 
R e p r e s e n t a t i v e s , 
L a d ie s a n d G e n tle m e n : —To welcome 
our friends is at all times a source of 
gratification. W ithin the domestic por­ 
tal the host deems his trouble amply’ re­ 
warded if he knows th at his guest is con­ 
tented and satisfied. W hen distinguished 
strangers visit us, we do not hesitate to 
receive them with becoming cordiality 
and appreciative hospitality. 
But when a powerful social organiza­ 
tion, containing a membership drawn 
from the best elements of the laud, se­ 
lects our domicile as its place of convo­ 
cation, and carries the discrimination in 
our favor so far as to send this large; 
able and representative body here, re­ 
gardless of distance, and indifferent to 
toilsome journey, we can but emphasize 
our accustomed expressions of hospi­ 
tality, and assure you that California 
welcomes you to her shores. 
This greeting is not a mere form ality; 
it is honest; it is sincere, and comes 
from a people anxious to please,and satis­ 
fied when their efforts are appreciated. 
Some may be oblivious of the opinions 
of their fellows; but in the hearts of 
such men kindly emotions find no lodg­ 
m ent. The world would be indeed unin­ 
viting, if affectionate feeliug 
existed 
only in imagination, was in fact but the 
em pty delusion of-a dream. No people, 
certainly none who depend for success 
upon self-reliance, can long endure, if 
friendly intercourse 
is not generally 
m aintained. 
It is by means of such 
contact as your presence produces that 
fraternity is extended and that we learn 
to understand each other. Communica­ 
tions, however remote, are good and 
m aybe ample to build up commercial 
relations and to beget the formalities of 
political intercourse; but the closer ties 
are not monlded on scientific principles, 
but are among 
the consequences of 
nearer converse and intimacy. 
Most of you are residents of the United 
States, vet many perhaps have hereto­ 
fore had but a meagre notion of Califor­ 
nia and her people. 
If no other result 
follows your advent th at 
which will 
eventuate from a more thorough under­ 
standing of our surroundings cannot tie 
but mutually beneficial. 
It is better 
that we should become familiar, that our 
labors should be less divergent and our 
energies concentrated more directly in 
the effort to live justly and wisely. The 
interchange of thoughts and experiences 
by persons abiding in different climes 
and living under variant conditions must 
lead to the improvement and promote 
the advancement of b o th ; and hence we 
welcome you, not only as friends but as a 
body from whose presence we will derive 
instruction as well as enjoyment. 
But I am not here to make a speech. 
In fact, my duty has already been done. 
In the absence of a more proper person, 
1 am asked to extend California’s greet­ 
ing. In her name, therefore, and speak­ 
ing for her citizens, let me assure you 


that she fully comprehends the honor 
you have done her. While she will 
blushingly smile in grateful recognition 
of whatever good you may elect to speak 
of her, sho will not forget to tender to 
you the freedom of her possessions. 
Her 
brown hills, presenting little of the love­ 
liness of her flowery spring time, may 
not now attract; but her orchards, laden 
with luscious fruit*, her fragrant orange 
groves, her fields but lately subjected to 
the harvest, her vines teeming with their 
juicy product, her beautiful lakes seques­ 
tered in the Sierra’s fastness, her moun­ 
tain streams tenanted by the epicure’B 
finny favorites—these are all yours to en­ 
joy. For jour diversion 
she 
points 
to 
her 
ocean-skirted 
shore, 
to 
San Diego’s Coronado, to Monterey’s 
Del M onte; to Santa Barbara, to Santa 
Monica. 
She asks yon to look upon her 
great commercial center, the City of San 
Francisco, to contemplate her peerless 
harbor and the lovely region bordering 
upon it. 
Yo:emite, its valley, its falls, 
its mountains are yours to behold. 
Nor 
will you omit to view her mighty forest 
tree*, the greatest of the earth, the wit­ 
ness posts of ages set in place for the 
protection and delight of men. 
To all these you are invited that you 
may gather such information and partake 
of such amusement as the occasion offers, 
and that you may know, too, why it waR 
those who came here in the days of ’49, 
intending to acquire a fortune and return 
to their homes, yielded to the im portun­ 
ities of the virgin land, and wooed from 
the surroundings of their childhood, es­ 
tablished a new American 
common­ 
wealth. 
Nor is this the only welcome. We 
cannot proffer you sublimer things than 
those which I nave recounted and which 
have been showered upon us by munifi­ 
cent creative hand, but we can and do 
offer yon that without which your at­ 
tendance would be barren of nobler 
sentiments—we tender j’ou the hospital­ 
ity of our hearthstones. To request a 
Californian to do you a favor will be to 
compliment him. 
Froud of her history, 
ambitious to ascend giddy heights in 
the contest for pre-eminent Statehood, 
California will feel content only when 
you have partaken to the fullness of 
your heart’s desire at her festal board, 
and have willingly lingered without un­ 
rest am id the attractions which she has 
placed at your disposal. 
Mr. W hite’s oration was frequently in­ 
terrupted by the applause called lorth by 
the eloquence of his rem arks, and he 
resumed his seat am idst general hand- 
clapping. 
Brigadier-General 
Russell 
then sprang to his feet and, in response 
to the summens, the Chevaliers arose, 
and the news went around that Deputy 
Grand Sire, Lieutenant-General John C. 
Underwood was without. 
He entered a 
moment later, accompanied by his staff, 
and they presented an imposing spectacle 
as they traversed the open space in the 
auditorium . 
General Underwood took 
up a position in the centre oí the building 
and then Mayor Workman was intro­ 
duced and made the following rem arks: 
MAYOR WORKMAN’S WELCOME. 
The city of Los Angeles feels honored 
by and proud of the high distinction 
given it by the holding of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge of the United States in its 
midst, and as Mayor of the city I wish to 
extend to you the hand of hospitality and 
good-fellowship, and to express publicly 
our appreciation of the great honor shown 
us bj’ vour body. 
I feel it, as Mayor, a most pleasant 
duty to extend to the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge and its guests a hearty and cordial 
welcome, and to each one of you person­ 
ally the hope that the m anner in which 
we are trying to take care of yon will 
leave in your m inds a kindly remem­ 
brance of a city so remote from the 
homes of many of you. 
Again I bid you welcome, and trust 
that your stay will be a pleasant one. 
Judge DePuy next introduced in glow­ 
ing term s the Grand MaBter of the Grand 
Lodge of California, the Hon. R. H. 
Lloyd. 
Mr. Lloyd made the following 
address: 


m r. Ll o y d’s s p e e c h . 
Since our last visit to these shores 
eighteen years have passed over our 
heads. 
Looking around we miss many 
a noble man whose happiest moment was 
when he could change a tear into a 
smile. In that time there have been 
many changes in this State of ours, but 
on these I will not dilate as you will 
doubtless inspect them for yonrselves. 
There have been as great changes in our 
O rder; then we had 161 Lodges with a 
membership of 12,000, and now we have 
322 
active 
Lodges 
and a member­ 
ship of 26,000. 
Then 
our 
worldv 
goods amounted to $(<00,000; to-day 
they are worth $2,000,000. 
We have 
here a larger proportion of Odd Fellows 
than any other jurisdiction; we number 
one to every seven voters, and one to 
every thirty-five of onr population. In 
Pennsylvania tho am ount expended for 
relief has been $5 per h ea d ; heie it haa 
been $9 per head, and we have expended 
$3,000,000 for the relief of widows and 
orphans. 
The surroundings have been 
transformed as by a magician’s waud. 
The green hills and fertile dales have 
been filled by a community of prosper­ 
ous ami enterprising people, who readily 
grasped 
the 
opportunities th at 
na­ 
ture held out to them. 
The great­ 
est 
stumbling 
block 
to any com­ 
munity is 
to have 
a 
certain sect 
to 
interpret 
their 
thoughts 
for 
them and 1 trust that the day is not very 
far distant when every roan and woman 
will judge for themselves what they owe 
to their God, their country and their fel- 
low-men. 
1 take it that where each man 
undertakes to instruct his fellow-raan in 
the cultivation of the ideas installed by the 
Great Author of humanity, there you 
will find an ideal republic and a commu­ 
nity of Odd Fellows though they be not 
members of our lodges. God speed the 
day when they shall be uuiversally rec­ 
ognized and practiced. Your Grand Sire 
and to the representatives of the many 
lodges throughout the country, I, in the 
name of the Golden State of California, 
bid yon hearty welcome to onr hearts 
and homes.” 
HON. j . li. w h i t e ’s o r a t io n . 
The Hon. J. H. W hite, Grand Sire of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge, was the next 
orator, being adjudged the task of re­ 
sponding to the addresses of welcome. 
He said: 
“ During my terra of office as Grand 
Sire, I have never been called on to re­ 
spond to three or four 
speeches at 
once, and I doubt if I possess the 
capability to 
do 
so. 
I have been 
impressed during my visit to California, 
nut only with the features of your State, 
the prosperity of your people and the 
splendor of your fruit, but with the 
large-heartedcesa of the people that I 
have found here. There is no reason 
though why you should not be large* 
hearted, for you are composed of the 
beat and moat energetic clasaea of the 


civilized nations of the world. 
In 1860 
I crossed this continent with the Sover­ 
eign Grand Lodge, then called the Grand 
Lodge 
of 
the United 
States. 
We 
came as the pioneer organization to 
cross this 
great American continent. 
There are no lazy men in onr midat. We 
are composed of the very bone and 
sinew of the land which we inherit, and 
that we may call the whole world , for we 
are fonnd everywhere. 
The m en that 
compose the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows are the business m en of the 
country, for among us you find no aristo­ 
crats, and but mighty few millionaires. 
As I said, we crossed this continent, 
and 
we 
were 
met 
at 
Omaha 
by 
a 
committee 
of 
Odd 
Fellows 
who 
came 
on 
a 
special 
train at 
their own expense, one of the noblest 
acts that I think aDy order ever did. My 
second trip is now, when, in company 
with General Underwood, 1 visit this 
beautifnl city of Los Aangeles and find 
a country worthy for occupation by the 
gods. I have spoken of the way Cali­ 
fornia is made np—of people from alm ost 
every clime—and we who have crossed 
the continent have, in nearly every in­ 
stance, found in this city people who 
have come from the surroundings of onr 
F.astern 
homes. 
I 
cannot 
but 
feel that I owe 
a 
debt 
of grat­ 
itude for 
the magnificent 
way 
in 
which you have treated not only myself, 
but every member of the order of Odd 
Fellows. 
There are doubtless a good 
m any here who do not belong to the In­ 
dependent Order of Odd Fellows and I 
should like to say to you a few words as 
to the magnitude and im portance of th at 
order. 
You know th at there are more 
Odd Fellows in the world than any other 
organization, even theMasonic order num ­ 
bers 100,000 less than th at of our ranks. 
The Order numbetB in the United States 
and Canada over 550,000 men, and they 
are all grown men and citizens of the 
several States and countries in which 
they reside. Just think for a moment 
what a power these 550,000 men m nst 
wield in this country of ours, for allow­ 
ing the usual average of five to a man we 
have about two and one half m illions of 
persons associated with the organization. 
Then we have 50,000 of Eve’s fairest 
daughters in our Order of R ebekah, and 
though it is what we call a side-degree 
it possesses a great importance. I will not 
detain you longer. I will say th at tho 
Sovereign Grand Lodge now in your 
m idst is a thoroughly representative 
gathering, and you can see th a t they 
m ast be men of some prominence an a 
standing in the nation. If you go on and 
increase in prosperity in the future as in 
the past you will be able to say th at you 
not only outnum ber any other jurisdic­ 
tion, but that you double them . The 
order of Odd Fellows was never more 
prosperous than ft is at present, for last 
year we showed a net increase of 25,000 
men. In conclusion I will say that we 
appreciate the generous manner in which 
you have taken us in your m idst, and to 
assure you that when we go forth it will 
be with regrets that we could not longer 
tarry in your m idst.” 
Mr. W hite’s address was listened to 
with marked attention and won frequent 
applause from his auditors. 
At its con­ 
clusion the ceremony of conferring the 
grand decoration of chivalry was com­ 
menced. 


THE ORDER OF CHIVALRY. 
This proved to be a very interesting 
proceeding. The Marion Canton of In­ 
diana formed a line in the center of the 
room and then the various Cantons and 
Patriarchs M ilitant marched in and took 
up positions, the design being a perfect 
anchor. 
General Underwood, accom­ 
panied 
by 
his 
stafl', 
formed 
the 
head of the anchor and then there 
appeared 
from 
the 
side 
of 
the 
stage four ladies attired in the white 
dresses and black capes worn by those 
who act as sponsors, when the decora­ 
tion is conferred. They were Miss Dora 
Fyke, Miss Jennie AdamB, Mrs. Bard 
and Mrs. St. Clair, and with them was a 
little girl named Miss H attie Marten who 
was delegated to pin on the decoration. 
A white cloth was spread on the gronnd 
in front of General Underwood and then 
an order resounded and then the Cheva­ 
liers of the Canton forming the line re­ 
moved their chapeaux ana sank on one 
knee. The four ladies who were to be 
honored with the cross then appeared, 
their nam es being Mrs. General 
Albin, 
Mrs. 
General Francis 
E . 
Merri- 
mao, 
Mrs. 
Wm. 
Ryan 
and 
Mrs. 
Colonel E . 
M. 
Sloan. 
They 
knelt 
on 
the cloth while General 
Underwood adm inistered the ritual, and 
then the cross was pinned on their breasts 
and they were declared duly invested 
with the Order of Chivalry. They re­ 
tired, and then a num ber of officers and 
Chevaliers were summoned, and under­ 
went sim ilar proceedings, the only dif­ 
ference being th at the Canton forming 
the lane crossed their swords overhead 
instead of kneeling, as before. 
Quite a 
large num ber received the decoration, 
ana the time consumed bronght the hour 
to nearly 11.

W icks had been released by C hief C uddy. 
C hief Cuddy w anted to know w hether 
W icks had been arrested on a w arran t or 
not. 
M r. Book in reply read a portion of 
th e regulations of th e police force req u ir­ 
ing officers to a rrest parties com m itting 
offenses. 
H e claim ed th a t th e C hief of 
Police had been indifferent w ith regard 
to this m atter. 
H e h a d tu rn ed loose

dow n. 
H e w ould onlv give facts and 
was only anim ated by a desire to give 
th e city a good governm ent, and if he 
could to leave h is office w ith th e record 
of hav in g given a good governm ent. H e 
h ad m ade up h is 
m m d th at if 
an 
officer 
was 
not 
satisfied 
with 
hia 
salary 
th en 
he 
should 
resign, 
when evidence was produced that m oney 


h a d been paid in C hinatow n h e h ad in­ 
vestigated th e m atter. 
T h e evidence 
w as given by j*ersons u n d e r th e consid­ 
eration th a t tie w ould n o t give them 
aw ay. 
T here w as n o th in g d irect against 
th e C hief. 
All th e testim ony h e got was 
sim ply insinuations ag ain st th e C hief d u r­ 
ing th is p resent term of office. I t w as not 
sufficient to p resen t charges upon and 
h e w ould have m ad e charges it only one 
m an h ad com e forw ard an d given direct 
evidence. 
B ut none cam e. 
H is per­ 
sonal relations w ith th e C hief h ad been 
m ost p leasant. 
T hey h ad squabbles in 
th e B oard, b ut th a t w as all. 
M r. Sinsabaugh asked M ayor W ork­ 
m an w hat he had to say about th e charge 
of insubordination. 
M r. H anley said he noticed th a t Mr. 
Sinsabaugh h u n g upon th e w ord insubor­ 
dination, b u t tw o w eeks ago not one 
word w as said about it a n d th e thing 
had happened four m o n th s ago. 
M r. S insabaugh th en ask ed M ayor 
W orkm an if C hief C uddy h ad ever re­ 
fused to obey an o rd er of th e B oard. 
M ayor W orkm an rep lied th a t he had. 
C hief C uddy asked him to relate the 
full circum stances. 
M ayor W orkm an said th a t th e Board 
had passed an order to th e effect th a t if 
an officer saw gam bling going on lie 
should call an o th er officer an d raid tho 
gam e. 
C hief C uddy a t th a t tim e said 
th a t th e Board could pass as m any orders 
of th a t kin d as they liked, b u t th ey would 
not be carried out. 
H e h ad explained 
th at to carry o ut orders of th a t kind 
would ten d to dem oralize th e force and 
m ight leave portions of th e city unpro­ 
tected.

M r. S insabaugh asked if C hief C uddy 
h ad obeyed th e orders of th e Board. 
M ayor W orkm an said th a t he h ad in 
certain things. 
T he M ayor h a d found 
th at he couldn’t suppress gam bling until 
he had placed officers on special d u ty in 
C hinatow n. A n order placing th e officers 
in C hinatow n h ad been signed by him ­ 
self an d M r. H u m p h rey s, b ut th e C hief 
refused to sign it. 
T he C hief, how ever, 
ordered th e m en to go to C hinatow n. 
T he worst feature about th e city w as the 
‘M ac” o r “ p im p” but-iness. 
An order 
had been passed tw o «:• th ree w eeks ago 
th a t th e C hief of P o'm e prosecute th e 
“ M acs” b u t not a single a rre st h a d been 
m ade so far as h e kn<- v. 
C hief C uddy asked th e M ayor as to 
how th e city com pare 
a t p resen t w ith 
o ther ad m in istrato rs. 
T he M ayor said th a r it com pared very 
well—very w ell, indeed. 
H e believed th a t if th e C hief w as in 
earn e st he could drive th e “ M acs” out 
of tow n. 
H e found fault w ith th e Chief 
on th e “ M ac” business. 
A disreputable 
m an w as arrested an d th ere w ere officers 
on th e force w ho testified th a t th e “ M ac” 
was a h ard w orking m an . 
D etective 
L ynch said he had testified in th o case 
an d w ould testify to-m orrow th e sam e 
w ay. 
W h at he h ad said w as true. 
M ayor W orkm an said th a t a m an 
nam ed A bbott h ad b een arre ste d an d a n ­ 
o th er officer cam e forw ard an d sw ore he 
never h eard or knew of him being in a 
house of ill fam e. 
M r. H u m p h rey s asked M ayor W ork­ 
m an if M r. M arsh w as on th e force w ith 
th e approval of th e Board o r w hether 
Chief C uddy w anted him . 
M ayor W orkm an said th a t th e second 
tim e h e w as p u t on it w as a t C hief 
C uddy’s solicitation. 
M r. C h an d ler asked for inform ation, if 
th ere w ere th re e on th e Board who ought 
to be responsible for th e force, th e m a­ 
jo rity o r th e m inority. 
M ayor W orkm an replied, th e m ajority. 
M r. C h an d ler th en asked how C hief 
C uddy could be h eld responsible if th e 
m ajority of th e Board w as responsible. 
It h ad a strange look to him . 
M ayor W orkm an, in reply to C hief 
C uddy, said th a t he did not know th a t 
th e C hief h ad placed an y m an w here he 
w ould do harm to th e city.

H e n ever h eard 
of m oney being paid for police protec­ 
tion, b u t h ad been satisfied th a t m oney 
was paid to one m an to protect th e a r­ 
rested m en in th e courts. H e h a d raided 
a fan ta n gam e only tw o weeko ago.

M r. C handler asked C hief C uddy if he

Jhief C uddy said h e h ad not. 
A s to 
th e m atter of insubordination h e w ould 
say th a t th e aim of th e Board h a d been 
carried out, b u t he h ad differed as to the 
m an n er of doing it. 
H e h a d n o t felt 
th a t it w as for th e best in terests of the 
force to carry out th e wisheB of th e C om ­ 
m issioners in the manner th ey desired, 
but the object of th e orders was reached 
in the proper w ay.

Officer Boequi was called and said that 


C aptain Loom is h ad instructed him to 
raid a gam e on one F rid ay evening. The 
gam e w as not raided on th a t evening but 
th e next afternoon, an d th e proprietor 
upbraided him because he had not car­ 
ried out th e o rd er to raid on F ridav even­ 
ing.

Arrival of Several Delega­ 
tions Yesterday. 


SCENES AT THE ENCAMPMENT. 


The Preparations and Entries for 
the Pomological Fair—Re- 
bekahs Received. 


At an early hour yesterday the Odd 
Fellows were astir,andthose who were not 
busily engaged in preparing for the carry­ 
ing out of the programme for the week 
took the opportunity of looking about the 
city and its surroundings. 
Many of 
them rode on the street cars as far as it 
was possible, and others walked about 
the city, adm iring the energy displayed 
and the decorations. 
Early in the day 
the car load of fruit from Sacramento 
was placed in tem pting array at the 
headquarters.

H ere the ladies of all the lodges 
in Southern California were present to re­ 
ceive their sisters from the north and from 
other States. The reception lasted until 2 
o’clock, and during thoee hours the ball 
was crowded to its utm ost capacity. 
In 
preparation for this event the ladies had 
handsomely decorated the hall with 
flowers and foliage, and in the center was 
a long table, stretching from one end of 
the hall to the other. This was laden 
with all the delicacies of the seaeon. The 
ladies showed their hospitality by their 
generous treatm ent of all their visitors. 
Hot coffee and tea, and beverages of all 
kinds and edibles of every description 
were bestowed with lavish hand. These 
receptions will take place every day at 
the same hour, and all visiting ladies 
will be welcomed. 
A resrister has been 
opened at the hall and quite a num ber of 
nam es were written thereon yesterday. 
At noon the delegation from San Diego 
arrived, and was escorted to the hotels 
and the Cantons to the Encampm ent 
ground. 
Later in the day other trains 
came in, bearing delegations from other 
parts of the surrounding country. 
At 9 o’clock the annual session of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge commenced with 
closed doorB, and the first day’s business 
was not concluded until nearly 1 o’clock. 


T h e F a i r . 
The second annual fair given at the 
Pavilion on Sixth street, by the Pomolo­ 
gical Society will open this afternoon at 
1 o’clock. 
Active preparations were on 
foot yesterday during the entire day and 
evening to get the hall in shape for dis­ 
playing the exhibits which were coming 
in. 
The scene during the day was a busy 
one. 
Carpenters were industriously con­ 
structing the tables which were to hold 
the fruits from the surrounding districts, 
the decorators were fastening the stream - 
ers and foliage in place, booths were be­ 
ing put up along the walls and filled with 
exhibits of merchandise, and a num ber 
of ladies were busy about the hanging of 
pictures, the draping of wall coverings 
and ttie proper display of the articles 
contributed to the woman’s department. 
Although chaos still ruled, the dominion 
of order was evidently not far removed. 
This fair is really an exhibit to the 
Odd Fellows of the productions of South­ 
ern California, and the fruit raisers of 
the section seem to appreciate the need 
of having a proper representation of the 
resources of the country for the benefit of 
so distinguished a class of visitors. 
The 
manager of the undertaking, Thomas A. 
Garcy, who has superintended fairs in 
this country for fifteen years, declares 
that never before was there such a strife 
for space and such excellent returns 
from every section of the southern coun­ 
try. 
“ It will be,” he declares enthusiasti­ 
cally, “ the first exhibit of its sort ever 
offered to the public. 
We haven’t half 
space enough for all that is offered us. 
The exhibition of painting and art will 
be larger and better than has ever been 
offered to the Los Angeles public. Those 
who are anxious that the resources of 
this country should be placed before our 
visitors in a way to please and impress 
them may rest confident that it will be 
accomplished by the Pomological F air.” 
The decorations are not yet complete, 
but as far as they have gone they display 
taste and a disposition to do honor to our 
visitors. Long stream ers of red, white 
and blue stretch from the dome to the 
Í;alleries and stage, and festoons of palm 
eaves and hemlock adorn the walls and 
rafters. The stage is almost hidden be­ 
hind tricolored banners, and the door 
ways are covered with garlands.

Exhibits are coming in rapidly, and 
are being put in place on the long tables 
extending around the inside of the hall. 
On the left hand at the end nearest the 
door San Bernardino county will show 
her products, and on the right 
Santa 
Barbara. Next come Downey, Anaheim, 
Santa Ana, Alham bra, and other sections 
of the country as the space has been de­ 
manded 
and 
secured.

in place and the ladies of the W om en’s 
Relief Corps, Stanton Post, have a place 
fixed in a corner near the door where 
visitors may cast their votes to present 
one of the three Presidential candidates 
with a very elaborate bed scarf. 
Thursday morning at 10 o’clock the 
children of the Protestant Orphan Asy­ 
lum will visit the fair and will be treated 
to ice cream by the W. C. T. U.

Our City Council spent the entire ses­ 
sion yesterday including the deliberations 
of the forenoon and afternoon in the 
so-called investigation of the Police Com­ 
mission. We believe that there has been 
no denial of w hat the H e r a l d has 
claimed, that the Special Committee was 
charged with an inquiry into the doings 
of the Commission, but that the Com­ 
mittee has persistently refused to iuvesti 
gate anything beyond what will go to re­ 
move Chief Cuddy from place. 
One 
member of the Committee tried to be 
relieved from serving, 
and 
frankly 
gave as his 
reasons 
that he could 
not render an unbiased judgment. 
The 
other two members of the committee de­ 
velop at every turn a most prejudiced, 
narrow and unfair spirit, a purpose to be 
rid of the Chief any way. 
Then these 
members of the Conncil, with others be­ 
hind them, persistently refuse to allow 
anything like a judicial or fair investiga­ 
tion to proceed. 
They refuse to allow 
Mr. Cuddy’s attorney to appear for him , 
and in all ways put obstacles in the way 
of anything like a full statem ent of the 
case. 
These 
facts 
convince 
those 
who are personally 
and 
politically 
unbiased that it is not justice, nor fair 
play that is aimed at in this m atter; but 
a desire to get rid of the Chief in one 
way or other. 
At the outset we were led to believe 
that the charges against Mr. Cuddy 
would be really of a serious nature, and 
the proofs were 
asked 
for. 
The 
Committee reported, and it is quite fair 
to infer that they have given us all they 
know, and all they could 
find out. 
These discoveries 
are all an open 
book to the Mayor, and that gentleman 
stood up in the Council yesterday and 
said that in all the testimony which had 
come before him, there was not a word to 
prove anything against the Chief. This 
is exactly the honest, manly statement 
Mr. W orkm an’s friends expected from 
him . It was thought that the truth was 
in the Mayor, and that it would come out. 
So the tactics of the wing in the Coun­ 
cil who are simply bent on the removal 
of the Chief, without regard to right, 
truth and justice, had to be changed.

ing Republican politicians, with the aid 
of one or two men in our party who have 
a personal spite or some other private

to Chief Crowley of San Francisco. Let 
him decide w hether or not Mr. Cuddy 
should be allowed to exercise the discre­ 
tion he claims as a.right, or whether oi 
not the Commission should tram m el the 
Chief’s actions by dictating how he 
should do his duties in such minute de­ 
tails.

from unknown, 
lie moves in the most 
respectable society, he is the husband of 
the purest of wives, the father of the 
most interesting of families. 
Such is his 
life in one of its phases. 
In the other he 
is one of a gang of thieves, forgers and 
burglars. 
He lives his dual life un­ 
suspected by the better side of the world 
in which be moves. 
His own wife does 
not know of his knavishness. 
He robs

THE PARNELL INQUIRY. 


The Tribunal Begin Their 
Grave Deliberations. 


PRELIMINARY ARRANGEMENTS. 


The “ Tim es’” C harges to be Sifted 
to th e B ottom —G reat In ­ 
te rest M anifested. 


Associated Press Dispatches to th e H krald.1 


Lo n d o n, September 17.—The Commis­ 
sion appointed by Parliam ent to examine 
into the charges made by the limes 
against Parnell and other Irish members 
of the House of Commons, opened the 
investigation this morning. 
Represen 
tatives of the press occupied the bulk of 
the space; 200 reporters, representing 
provincial, London and American news­ 
papers were present. Judges H annen, 
Smith and Day compose the Commis­ 
sion. 
Sir Charles Russell and H erbert 
Henry Asqueth, a Liberal member of 
Parliament, appeared for the Parnellites, 
and Ruegg for O’Donnell, while Graham 
and Attorney-General W ebster appeared 
for the Times. 
Judge H annen said the 
Commission was directed to inquire into 
the charges against certain members of 
tbe House and other persons in connec­ 
tion with the O’Donnell- Ti mes action. 
The Commission held that the inquiry 
should be restricted to the charges made 
in the cause of that action. Parliament 
also gave them , in addition to their pow 
ers, all the powers vested in the judges- 
of the high courts of justice. They pro­ 
posed, in the first instance, to make the 
inquiry as though it were an issue be­ 
tween O’Donnell and the Times, reserv­ 
ing to themselves the power to call any­ 
body who might bo able to throw light 
on the issues involved. The inquiry 
would be carried on in accordance with 
the rules of ordinary courts. 
Application was made for permission 
for the representation of Scotland Yard 
by counsel. 
Judge H annen said he 
would decide upon the application if it 
were found that the injury involved that 
policy. 
" 
Sir Charles Russell demanded that lie 
be allowed to inspect the letters and 
photographs bearing on the case, and 
that the Commission issue an order for 
the discovery of the documents,upon the 
authority of which the Times' charges 
were m ade. 
He asked a Commission to 
be appointed to take evidence iu the 
United 
States, aud 
that 
an or­ 
der 
lie 
issued 
releasing 
Dil­ 
lon 
from 
jail, 
so 
he 
may 
give testimony before the Commission. 
He wanted especially to see the Egan- 
Hassis letter which he claimed was a 
forgery. 
Counsel for the Times agreed to pro­ 
duce certain letters but objected to the 
Commission issuing an order for the dis 
covery of the documents. 
Parnell entered the Court room while 
the discussion concerning the production 
of the letters was proceeding. 
Sir Charles Russell said he did not 
care to confine his application to two let­ 
ters ; he wanted to inspect all the letters 
and documents referred to in the articles 
on Parnellism and Crime. 
Judge Hannen stated that he had not 
read them , and said counsel must inform 
the court w hat were necessary so as to 
guide the J udges. 
Sir Charles stated to the Court that 
one of the many charges published in the 
Times was that certain Parnellite m em ­ 
bers of the House were connected with 
an illegal association and were sharers in 
the crime of murder. All the alleged 
proof of this charge was a letter in which 
Farnell approved of a fund, meaning an 
association fund. 
Judge Hannen said the Times would 
pryduce all the letters and documents 
concerning Parnell and others against 
whom it had brought charges. If the 
parties could not agree as to the produc­ 
tion of the papers, the Commission would 
deal with the disputed points in the 
cham bers afterwards. 
G raham then opened the case for the 
Times. 
After a review of the history of 
the Parnellism and Crime articles, he 
said it was now asked that the Times 
should state where it derived its informa­ 
tion. But if it divulged its sourcee of in­ 
formation the object of the Commission 
might be defeated, and its inquisitorial 
character lost. 
Sir Charles Russell insisted that, the 
case should not proceed until the Com­ 
mission decided the question as to the 
production of all the documents in the 
possession of the Times. 
The Judges adjourned to their cbam 
bers to consider the question. In a short 
tim e the Commission returned to the 
court-room. Judge Hannen asked, as 
Burning th at the Commission thought 
they had the jurisdiction to order the 
discovery of the documents, what restric­ 
tions Sir Charles Russell would claim. 
Sir Charles stated that he wanted it 
known in plain language if the Times 
charged Parnell or his associates with 
complicity in the Phienix Park muders. 
G raham e replied that the Times would 
produce evidence to substantiate all the 
charges it made in its article on Parnell­ 
ism and Crime. 
The commission again returned to de­ 
liberate. 
On resuming sitting, Judge 
H annen said that tbe Commission hav­ 
ing considered the queition as to w hether 
it was empowered to order the discovery 
of the documents, it was of the opinion 
that it had the power to direct such dis­ 
covery. The Commission would take 
upon 
itself 
the 
right 
to 
con­ 
sider 
w hat 
documents 
it 
would 
be right for Sir Chas. Russell’s clients to 
inspect. 
The court thought the details 
against the persons the Times accused 
ought to be given. The court had deter­ 
mined to enter thoroughly into the in­ 
quiry and follow’ it out to the end. 
G raham , for the Times, made no ob­ 
jection to Dillon’s release on bail. 
He 
•-aid the persons now in penal servitude 
for connection with the Phoenix Park 
murders would all have to be brought 
before the Commission. 
It would be de­ 
sirable al-io to obtain the evidence of 
certain persons in the United States. 
Judge Hannen said the application re­ 
garding American evidence, including 
that of Patrick Egan, was premature. 
In regard to Dillon the Court would order 
his attendance when the inquiry pro­ 
ceeded, mi condition that lie abstain 
from taking part in public matters and 
enter into recognizance in the sum of 
£1,000. 
After an order had been made for the 
inspection of tbe banker’s books contain­ 
ing tbe acco u n jB of the National league, 
the commission adjourned until October 
27. 
Eoth sides [profess dissatisfaction with 
the preliminary tussel before the Com­ 
mission. The Parnellites are able to 
claim an im portant success in enforcing 
the production of the Times letters, in­ 
cluding those of Parnell and Egan and 
one written bv Campbell, Parnell’s sec­ 
retary. 
Sir Charles Russell demanded 


the production of all other letters, con­ 
nected with the inqniry, that are in the 
possession of the Times. This wide de­ 
mand lias been m et by arranging for an 
inspection of only those letters that may 
he specified by the Parnellites’ counsel. 
The Parnellites again scored by getting 
the Court to instruct the Times to formu­ 
late the definite charges it prepared to 
prove, as well as allegations falling short 
of definite charges. 
The decision relating to the discovery 
of documents, combined with the Court’s 
expression of its determination to make 
a thorough inqniry into the whole m at­ 
ter, tends in favor of the Times. The 
first result oí the decision was G raham ’s 
getting the power of access to the bank 
books of the League, involving the right 
to inspect the accounts and minutes of 
both the Land and National leagues. 
The Court’s declaration th at the widest 
scope will be given to the inquiry opens 
up an interminable vista of contention. 
The question of the appointment of a 
Commission to examine F)gan and others 
in America was only touched upon. 
It 
will be raised definitely when the Com­ 
mission resum es; probably tbe suggestion 
of G raham , that Egan come to London, 
will be approved. Sir Charles Russell 
stated that Parnell deemed Egan’s evi­ 
dence absolutely necessary, and in this 
view’ the Times concurs. 
As soon as the 
Commission resumes both sides will ap­ 
ply to the court to grant a certificate of 
indemnity to Egan and other Irish Amer­ 
icans under ban, in order th at they may 
be heard as witnesses.

TERRY’S PETITION. 


His Plea for Pardon and the 
Oonrt’s Reply. 


THE PRISONER’S PRAYER DENIED 


Ju st W hat the Judge Expected—He 
Charges Justice Field W ith 
Unfairness.

S a n F r a n c isc o , September 17.—Justice 
Field in the United States Circuit Court 
to-day denied the petition of David S. 
Terry, now confined in the Alameda 
County jail, for contem pt of Court, to 
have his sentence revoked. 
The court­ 
room was crowded while the petition was 
being read. 
The Federal Grand Jury was in ses­ 
sion to-day, and it is understood that the 
recent disturbance in the court-room 
which led to the im prisonm ent of. Judge 
and Mrs. Terry is being investigated. 
In his petition for release the following 
language is em ployed by Judge Terry: 
“ W hen this Court made an oider th at 
petitioner’s wife be removed from the 
court-room, your petitioner arose from 
his seat with the purpose and intention 
of 
himself 
removing 
her 
from 
the 
court-room, 
quietly 
and peace­ 
ably, and he had no intention or 
design of obstructing or preventing the 
execution of said order of the C ourt; he 
never struck, nor offered to strike the 
United States M arshal until said M ar­ 
shal had assaulted himself, and had in 
bis presence violently, and, as he be­ 
lieved, unnecessarily assaulted petition­ 
er’s wife. 
Your petitioner most solemnly 
avers that ho neither drew nor attem pted 
to draw any deadly weapon of any kind 
whatever in said court-room, and that he 
did not assault or attem pt to assault the 
United States M arshal with any deadly 
weapon in the said court-room or else­ 
w here.” 
In reading the decision of the court, 
Justice Field said, after reviewing tbe 
statem ent made iu the petition of Judge 
Terry: "W e have read ibis petition with 
great surprise at its omissions and mis­ 
statem ents. As to w hat occurred under 
our im m ediate observation, its statem ent 
d< es not accord with the facts as we saw 
them . 
As to w hat occurred at the fur­ 
ther end of the room aud in the corridor, 
its statem ent is inconsistent with the 
concurring accounts of officers of the 
court 
and 
parties 
present 
whose 
position 
was such 
as 
to 
preclude 
an 
error 
in 
their 
observations. 
According to the sworn statem ent of 
the M arshal, which accords with our own 
observation, so far from having struck or 
assaulted Terry, he bad not even laid his 
hands upon him when a violent blow in 
the face was received, and it was clear, 
beyond controversy, that Terry never 
voluntarily surrendered his bowie-knife 
and that it was wrenched from him only 
after a violent struggle. The Court re­ 
marks that petitioner admitB assaulting 
the M arshal, but offers no apology for it 
or for his vituperative language toward 
the Judges while under arrest.” 
The Court then said :“ 
There is noth­ 
ing in the petition which would justify 
any remission of imprisonment. 
The 
law im parts the intent to accomplish 
th e natural results of one’s acts, and 
when these acts are of a criminal nature it 
will no accept, against such implication, 
the denial of the transgressor.” 
The decision clo.-ed as follows: “ There­ 
fore, considering the enorm ity of tbe 
offense com m itted, and 
the 
position 
the 
petitioner 
once 
held 
in 
this 
State, which aggravates them to a de­ 
gree not im putable to the generality of 
offenders, the Court with proper regard 
to its own dignity, and the majesty of the 
law and the necessity of impressing upon 
all men th at forcible resistance to the 
lawful orders of the Court of United 
States will not go unpunished, however 
high the offending parties, cannot grant 
the prayer of the petitioner, and it is 
accordingly denied.” 
Regarding the decision Judge Terry 
said to-night: 
“ I expected th at de­ 
cision, and it was not my 
desire 
that such petition should 
be 
pre­ 
sented to the Circuit Court, for I 
expected Judge Field would act just as 
he has. 
If he had w anted to do what 
was right he would have asked us to put 
some witnesses upon the stand in sup­ 
port of our petition.

Chairman Leeds, 
when waited upon by a committee of 
m eichants in this city two weeks ago, 
agreed to issue a new commodity tariff, 
removing the discriminations against 
Chicago. The supplementary tariff ar­

rates 
have been allowed on just sixteen. 
On the reet of the articles the discrim­ 
inating rates have not been removed. 
At the same time special rates have 
been granted to St. Louis on no less than 
eighty of these commodities, so that 
now discrimination is not only in favor 
of New York, but also in favor of St. 
Louis as against Chicago. This, Chicago 
manufacturers say, is adding insult to 
injury, and they propose to take some 
action at once. 
A meeting of the Chica­ 
go Freight Bureau will be held this week 
to consider the advisability of lodging a 
complaint with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and also of bringing suit 
against the railroads in the United Slates 
Courts.

H oar offered a resolution (adopted) in­ 
structing the Committee on Finance to 
inquire into the cotton-bagging trust and 
recommend what legislation was neces­ 
sary to counteract it. 
The hour of 1 o'clock having arrived 


the Senate proceeded to vote on Blair’s 
motion to reconsider the vote passing the 
Chinese Exclusion bill. The motion was 
rejected, yeas 20, nays 21; so the bill 
rem ains passed and now goes to the 
President for approval. The vote was as 
follows: Yeas—Bate, Blackburn, Blair, 
Biown, Call, Cockrell, Edm unds, Evarts, 
George, Gorman, Hampton, H arris,H oar 
Jones (of A rkansas), Morgan, Pasco, 
Pugh, Sherman, WilRon (of Iowa), Wil­ 
son (of M aryland), 20.

The House bill to enlarge the powers 
and duties of the D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture, and to create an Executive de­ 
partm ent, to be known as the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, w as'taken up, the 
question being on the am endm ent, strik­ 
ing out section 5, which transfers the 
W eather Bureau of the Signal Office to 
the Departm ent of Agriculture. In the 
course of the debate, participated in by 
Senators Butler, Palm er, Call, Dawes 
and Plum b, the latter described the 
competition which American agricultur­ 
ists met and would continue to meet in 
the m arkets of the world, from South 
America, Australia, India and Africa, 
and declared his belief that unless the 
existing conditions were changed, and 
markedly changed, India wheat would 
sell in the New York market, in five 
years, duty paid, in competition with 
American wheat. It was therefore de­ 
sirable th at the President should have in 
his Cabinet a m an who represented the 
great agricultural interests of the coun­ 
try, and it was necessary to diversify the 
agricultural conditions and look more to 
the home m arket than to the foreign 
market. 
In this connection he favored 
the encouragement of the production of 
sugar from sorghum and beets. 
W ithout action the bill wab laid aside 
till to-morrow and the Senate udjourned.

O’Neill, of Missouri, offered a resolu­ 
tion assigning a day for the consideration 
of Labor legislation, and moved its refer­ 
ence to the Committee on the Labor 
question. The vote resulted, 54 to 37 in 
favor of O’Neill’s motion ; but Blount, of 
Georgia, made the point of no quorum. 
Thereupon Forney, of Alabama, inter­ 
rupted the proceedings by calling up the 
conference report on the Sundry Civil 
bill, but yielded to Kelly, of Pennsyl­ 
vania, who offered a resolution broaden­ 
ing the scope of the investigation, now in 
progress, as to the now library building, 
so as to direct the special committee to 
inquire w hether any member of Congress 
has sought by undue influence to secure 
the acceptance by the architect, of any 
m aterial, and w hether any member had 
endeavored to cause the removal of Ar­ 
chitect Smithmeyor from his position, or 
to deprive him of any of his powers or 
duties for the reason that Smithmeyer 
had refused to act as requested by such 
member. 
Taulbee, of Kentucky, asked consent 
to offer an am endm ent authorizing the 
Committee to inquire whether any mem­ 
ber had used improper or corrupt influ­ 
ence to retain Mr. Smithmeyer in his 
position, or had endeavored to divert at­ 
tention from the investigation now pro­ 
ceeding, in which Smithmeyer is in­ 
volved, or to intimidate the Committee 
or any member now engaged in the in ­ 
vestigation of the construction of the 
library building. 
Kelly declined to accept Taulbee’s 
am endm ent, but accepted one offered by 
Springer, directing the Committee to re­ 
port its conclusion within two weeks. 
The resolution was then adopted. 
Forney came forward wilh his confer­ 
ence report, but O’Neill, of Missouri, 
raised the point of order that even such 
a privileged report could not Vie pre­ 
sented when the House was dividing on 
his motion to refer the resolution on the 
table to the C om m ittee; and, his point 
of order having been sutained, the tellers 
resumed their places. 
For an hour the 
tellers stood at their poets, patiently 
waiting for a quorum. 
Various proposi­ 
tions were submitted to break tho dead­ 
lock in wbicii the House found itself, but 
there was objection to each one. 
A motion to adjourn was voted down, 
yeas 37, nays 92. 
O’Neill then asked 
unanimous consent to have the labor bill 
made a special order for Wednesday a 
week, immediately after the reading of 
the journal, with a night session if 
necessary. To this there was no objec­ 
tion and the House adjourned. 
The special committee investigating 
the charges preferred by Representativa 
Kelly against Representative Stalilnecker 
of New York, in regard to materials for 
the new library building, m et again to­ 
day, and the cross-examination of Smith- 
mever was resumed by Wilson, counsel 
for Representative Stahlneeker. 
He en­ 
deavored to eecure an express statement 
from Smithmeyer of some particular oc­ 
casion when he was wrongfully ap­ 
proached. 
W itness, however, said that 
there waB no such occasion. 
It was the 
general tendency of all their meetings. 
Adjourned till to-morrdle.

Six services weTe held in the twenty-four 
hours, and two sermons were preached 
by Rabbi Schrei’oer, who, together with 
the more austere of his congregation, 
touched not even a glass of water during 
that period. 
All day President I. W. 
Heilman and Vice-Pissident L. H arris 
sat in their chairs of state. 
The congre­ 
gation remained throughout, and the 
choir sang the solemn strains of the 
service, and when a respite occurred for 
them went out for refreshments and 
came back in time for the next anthem. 
All day long prayer, scripture and 
sermon alternated 
with

in the 
chandeliers 
and 
the 
candles 
on 
the 
altar. 
Miss 
Cora 
Silber 
sang with a gentleman a most beautiful 
duet in the memorial for the dead, and 
Herman Silber, her father, officiated at 
the final service. At last came the final 
Neilah. Three times the congregation 
repeated “ Hear, O Israel, the eternal is 
one.” Then seven times the words “ Je­ 
hovah is the only God.” Then Warder 
Meyer blew the shophar before the ark 
for the last time, and the benediction 
was given and the day of atonem ent was 
over. 
Rabbi Schreiber’s sermon was on 
the prophecy of Jonah, and yesterday he 
preached on the four questions asked by 
the prophet, “ W hat is thy work? thy 
country? whence comest thou? and of 
what people?” The rabbi made an elo­ 
quent discourse, in which ho depicted 
Jonah as representing our conscience, 
the sea our life, m an the ship drifting on 
that Bea, anil ibe captain questioning 
Jonuh as the day of atonement quicken- 
our consciences. 
‘Of what people ?” Jonah answered, 
“ 1 am a Hebrew and I fear God.” Such 
should be 
our answer, too. 
Rabbi 
Schreiber was proud to belong to that 
great people, the oldest nation on the 
earth, whose youth had seen the build­ 
ing of the Pyramids, and whose mature 
years had given birth both to Christian­ 
ity and tin? religion of Mohammed. Her 
career did not terminate eighteen hun­ 
dred years ago, nor is it ended yet. She 
lives yet, strong and terene, waiting the 
arrival of that Messianic time when the 
supremacy of moral law will be acknow­ 
ledged throughout the world. 
Many dif­ 
ferent roads lead to the same goal. 
Let 
us shun indifference, independence and 
atheism. 
But let us also avoid the bigo­ 
try too often displayed by orthodox sects, 
and keep abreast of the age in which we 
live, ever advancing to a higher and bet­ 
ter life.

For flfteen hours it raged 
and wreaked fearful havoc to life and 
property throughout the island.

large cities and wiped out whole towns 
situated near the seaboard.

land, 
richly 
planted 
with 
sugar, 
tobacco, fruits and vegetables, destroying 
the valuable machinery of plantations, 
and ruining the crops. On the seaboard 
heavy seas broke down the wharves and 
occasioned great losses to shipping and 
commerce, and the loss of life to the 
crews on board the vessels in the harbors 
In some instances vessels were carried 
half a mile into the cities, whole blocks 
of houses and trees being battered down 
as the vessels cut a passage through the 
streets.

Humid Bronchitis 


(Ftom humere, to be m oist) is so called from the 
profuse q u antity of watery secretions which 
comes fr->m the air passages of th e lungs.
